This Contraſt affords a melancholy 
Reflection that will not bear dwelling on;

which I look on as the moſt intereſting, 
as well as the moſt curious part of it. 
Some Centuries after our Return from 
Colchos, 1 had for my Commander an illu- 
ſtrious Phenician, who ſucceeded his re- 
nowned Father, who had formerly been 
the brave Maſter of a Veſſel, tho of far 
inferior, F orce. I was under his Dire- 
Rions for upwards of a dozen Years ; . 
cannot ſay very gloriouſiy, being often 
fitted out, but ſeldom made uſe of; the 
Officers and Seamen, dying of Diſeaſes 
inſtead of Wounds; the Ships rotting. at 
Anchor inſtead of attacking the Enemy; 
till winking at their Depredations in 
Peace,

Peace, or tame SpeQators of their Plun- 
Gets in War, 

I remember in my Voyage with Jaſon, 
who was the firſt that ſail'd in me, we had 
a certain huge unwieldy, lumpiſh Crea- 
ture on board ns, call'd Hercules 
Heavens! what a Monſter? The Idea 
of him fills me with freſh Horror! He 
was of a Bulk ſcarce to be mov'd ; the 
vaſtneſs of his Weight 'was often ready 
to fink me; and he was ſo voracious, that 
he frequently reduced us to ſhort Allow- 
ance, and gave me not ſeldom the dread- 
ful Proſpect of ſtarving, from his many 
and reiterated Depredations on the Stores: 
He was beſides ſo exceſſively clumſy in 
the working of the Ship, he would ſome- 
times entangle the Rigging, and very often 
run me aſhore, to the imminent Peril of 
me and all the Crew; in ſhort, ' no Suc- 
ceſs attended the e till they got 
rid of him.

ſterdly; more hectoring; more burthen- 
fome ; impos'd more on the Captain; 
corrupted more -the Officers ; laugh'd 
more at the Complaints of the Sailors ; 
brought more Contempt on the Flag; and 
above all, we found ir a much more diffi- 
cult Taſk to rid ourſelves of his deſtru- 
ctive Company. 

I am ready however to declare, that 
Hiram was as brave and gallant a Com- 
mander as Fa/on himſelf, tho' I muſt own, 
ſomewhat more impetuous; and there is 
no doubt but things would have turn'd 


out much more to his Glory and mine, 


had he been leſs infatuated with this over- 
grown Favourite, nor delegated to him ſo
